Eccentricity of silhouette has been entirely 
ignored for some time past, and there is no in- 
dication of its revival. The lines of the body 
itself dictate the present mode, and this idea 
produces a certain restraint and moderation in 
clothes which the designers find appropriate to 
the temper of the times—too appropriate to 
change. ‘Their invention finds scope in details 
of the costume, and in variations of the main 
theme, which the student of dress will find suf- 
ficiently interesting and which will allow the 
discriminating woman, who expects her clothes 
to express her individuality, to make those 
adaptations and adjustments of the mode which 
are an inspiration to others less gifted with 
the rare quality of originality. 


THE COUTURIERS RETAIN THEIR CHARACTERISTICS 


The same characteristics which have always 
distinguished the leading couturiers are still to 
be noted in their productions. There is no hint 
of a standardized type of gowning. The woman 
who likes to amuse herself by “spotting” a 
Chéruit, a Callot, or a Jenny model, may con- 
tinue to play the same diverting game. Gen- 
eralizing from the collection presented in this 
issue, we might say that a straight, soft, slen- 
der effect is the leading note in clothes; that 
modified drapery is decidedly popular; that 
waist-lines are either normal or slightly dropped; 
that sleeves, while varying in length and greatly 
diversified in detail, yet follow the natural lines 
of the arm; and that an endless ingenuity ig dis- 
played in collars. The type of dress for morn- 
ing wear seems to be as straight as possible, and 
the drapery increases with the hours of the day, 
so that evening gowns are swathed. An un- 
even hem-line continues to be a feature of the 
softer gowns, but this inequality is handled in 
various ways; sometimes the skirt is shorter in 
the front; more often there are loose panels at 
the sides, so long that they trail on the floor. 

From Chéruit we have two models: one of 
them is the wedding gown, sketched on page 
28, which was worn by Mlle. Rouché, daughter 
of the Director of the Opéra, and which illus- 
trates the present fancy for trailing panels. The 


gown is of white velvet, and again the beauty 
of the stuff is left to tell its own story. The 
Florentine neck-line is not new this season. but

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DRESSING 
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FOULARD VARIOUSLY INTERPRETED 
Very often an unfigured material 
used in combination with foulard. Mate- 
rials such as satin, taffeta, soft silk, and 
chiffon are used with it, the one setting 
ff the other. An excellent example of 
plain with printed foulard is shown in 
the sketch at the lower right on page 44. 
It is made in one of the tunic styles that 
are, or should be, one of the war-time 
luxuries for the woman of limited means 
The design itself tells the story. The 
underskirt is of plain satin or silk, while 
the tunic is of figured foulard. This on 
has an elaborate figured design in dull 
cherry red on a navy blue ground. The 
smart lines are outlined by pipings of the 
plain material, and tiny covered buttons 
on a band of the plain material trim the 
front. A similar band runs all the way 
down the back and not only trims, but 
fastens, the frock. If the rather trying 
neck-line is not becoming, it may be 
changed into a high neck or perhaps 
broadened into one of those wide shoul- 
der lines which are somewhat softer in 
effect although not so new. ‘The design 
suggested does not stop at foulard and 

silk, but chiffon or voile.

THE VARIETY OF TUNICS 

A number of tunics on these lines 
would be an asset to any wardrobe. The 
style is not wholly new, but it is one of 
those styles accepted in war time and 
also one that will probably remain with 
us until after the war.

WHAT THEY READ 











“HE SENSE OF THE PAST, An 
Unrinisuep Novet, by Henry 
James, like his “Ivory Tower,” was 
begun and dropped, taken up later, in 
part rewritten, but never finished. Percy 
Lubbock, editor of Mr. James’s post- 
humous works, tells us that the author 
gave up the earlier form of “The Sense 











of the Past” not from discontent with 
what he had planned and written, but 
rather by accider nt. Before he resumed 
the unfinished book he undertook “The 
Ivory Tower,” but the perturbation of 
spirit consequent upon the beginning of 
the world w wi made it impossible for him 
to go on with that w ty and he turned 
again “The Sense of the Past” as a 
kind of ‘eeeniiine more suited to hi 
mood of the moment. He was inter- 


rupted again by the writing of his bril- 
liant introduction to Rupert Brooke’s 
“Letters from America,” in which intro- 
duction Mr. James certainly betrayed an 


uncritical spirit, since he <a! the 
fascinating youth with whom he had to 
deal. That task finished, he was about 
resuming -his dictation of “The Sense of 
the Past,” when on December 2, 1915, 
the beginning of his last illness, he closed 
his earthly labours. What we have in 
this fragment is the first few “books” of 


an Anglo-American story dealing in part 
with the occult. The scene opens in New 
York with a eristic love passage 
between the young “hero” and a fasci- 
nating American w Pa of about his own 
age, who sends him about his business 
with the injunction to go out into the 
world of men, and do something. What 
he does is to go at once to London, there 
to claim an estate inherited from a re- 
mote British relative, and on the very 
day after his arrival to betroth himself 
to a British cousin. The night before 
this bold and sudden stroke, he had sud- 
denly found that a portrait in his in- 
herited early 18th century house had 
changed face and taken on his own coun- 
tenance, while at the same time he was 
aware of another mysterious person in 
the room. It would be hard to guess 
what Mr. James intended to make out 
of the marital situation or the occultism 
so oddly introduced, but the title of the 
tale indicates that the latter was to be a 
matter of prime importance. More in- 
teresting than either of these questions 
is the pretty plain personal touch in his 
frustum of fiction. The “hero” has 
something strongly reminiscent of young 
Henry James as he was when he visited 
England in 1869, and his American Am- 
bassador (then a plain Minister) is cer- 
tainly Mr. Lowell, who occupied the post 
in 1869 and whom young James met. A 
matter of further interest in the book is 
the appendix with the illuminating 
“notes” sketching the story in the rough. 
(New York: Charles Scribner’s Sons; 
$1.50 net.) 


THE IVORY TOWER, An Unrin- 

tsHED Novet, by Henry James, gives 
us in two hundred and sixty-nine pages 
three “books” and one chapter of a 
fourth, out of the ten books that were to 
make the whole story. Naturally, Mr. 
James did not get far with his work in 
the scant third ‘of it dictated, when he 
ceased at an unfinished sentence. The 
loyal and subtle women, however, who 
have triumphed over the author’s most 
difficult prose while they knitted or em- 
broidered, will accept with joy this frag- 
ment and easily recognize that the mas- 
ter’s hand, albeit so near its eternal rest, 
wrought with all its old finesse and with 
carefully restrained, not to say disguised, 
vigour. This story of American life, with 
its “billionaire,” a weasened little man, 
his huge unconventional daughter, and all 
the others of the crowded scene to be ex- 
pected of Mr. James, has the promise and 
potency of a masterpiece according to 
the author’s recognized recipe. Better

still, we have in nearly one hundred pages 
of appendix the very recipe itself, some- 


thing that the critical students of fiction 
as a highly developed art will welcome 
as a precious secret freely given to those 
fit to receive such a gift. This appendix 
contains the “notes” that Mr. James was 
accustomed to make solely for his own 
use as the plan of a novel slowly matured 
in his mind. If anyone suspected that 


the elaborated fiction of Henry Jame 
was achieved with cheap facility, the 
reading of these notes will effectually 
dissipate any such silly a notion. Here 
we see the very inner working of the 
machine, and the publication of the 
James method is likely to rank as a 
literary event of first-rate importance, 
of vastly greater importance, indeed, than 
the appearance of the fragmentary novel 
itself. “The Ivory Tower,” plus the notes 
out of which it was painfully wrought 
and, indeed, rewrought (for it is a re- 
vision of an earlier undertaking), will be 
treasured by many int — critics wh 
never really loved the “Jacot beat 1” fiction 
(New York: Charles Scribner’s Sons; 
$1.50 net.) 

THe MIDDLE YEARS, by Henry 


James, will be joyfully accepted, by 
loyal “Jacobeans” as a precious fragment 
The one hundred and nineteen pages of 
this volume, breaking off in the midst 
a sentence, are nearly as Mr. James dic- 
tated the matter to a stenographer dur- 
ing the autumn of 1914. The book was 
intended to tell of the author’s life in 
London from his twenty-seventh year on- 
ward to some unnamed date of his mid- 
maturity. He tells us that youth seemed 
to end for him in 1870, when he was en- 
tering his twenty-eighth year, but goes 
on to show how young he was in 1869, 
when he took breakfast alone in the 
Adelphi Hotel at Liverpool and, for the 
first time, in full manhood, tasted the 
flavour of Great Britain. He came back 
to America in his bodily person several 
times after that wonderful morning, but 
we all know that his spirit was never 
again divorced from the beloved England. 
Like most Americans not too bitter at 
the memory of Great Britain’s attitude 
during our Civil War, Henry James had 
two patriotisms, one for the United 
States, the other for Great Britain. It 
took him more than forty years to pro- 
claim that his native patriotism had taken 
second place, but that year of 1869-70 
must have made him in spirit as loyal 
to the mother country as to the rebel- 
lious daughter. This volume will prove 
to the lovers of Mr. James the most de- 
licious form of autobiography, for while 
it gradually becomes in some sort a 
record of the distinguished persons the 
writer met during his first London year, 
these are always shown us through his 
temperament, and one never loses the 
sense of being privileged to dwell close 
to the spirit of that rare genius. George 
Eliot and G. H. Lewes occupy many 
pages; Tennyson, at first disappointing 
to the youthful American, lives for us 
as he was at sixty; and there are our 
own Lowell Frederick Harrison, John 
Stuart Mill, and Mrs. Greville, “friend 
of the supereminent,”—all bodied forth 
in that difficult, self-pleasing, but reward- 
ing prose of the author’s later style. 
Those who care for the man and for the 
exquisite aroma with which he fills the 
atmosphere of London nearly half a cen- 
tury ago, will forever regret the other 
three or four hundred pages that should 
have gone to complete this delightful 
and promising fragment. (New York: 
Charles Scribner’s Sons; $1.25 net.)
